explained one of the two main duties of his group as being that of "gathering information 

concerning p< litical conditions vdt^iin Germany itself, showing Uie most vulnerable spots 

of the Nazi Party vhereby the Nazi Party could best be attacked and discredited among the

German populace." As to ENGELSING's share in this v^ork, on page three, paragraph one, 
EKGELSING quotes 3CKnL.7E-B0YSiH as follows: *He specifically r^uested two types of infer-. >; 
nation, the first being any evidence on signs of Germany *s internal collapse and the se- 
cond being the names of individuals or organisations which i-ierc Anti-Nazi and which would 
; : be capable of governing Germny after the defeat of the Na i Party. 

In conflict with the above testimony, however, is a statement of ENGELSING's 
Ipontiined in MSB-1040) made during the first, interview with him on the 4th of August, *47. 

At. that time he etatedxxjtx theiollowing which we quote: "Ihe 3CHUL<iE-B0YSEN group started 

as a discussion group with no program and little talent for actio^j; v KKGKLSBiG 

: himself v;as largely responsible for bringing thegro^ into contact with persons haying 
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access to iiifcrrStion and for clarifying SOU' L.'B-BC‘Y^pi *s line of action* JCHULZis - . 

BOYS EM could get iVil'crniation or.l^^ from the liiftv.-affe in. v.hose offices he was employed. 

Ehu>LSIKG, through his acouaintance witi. favorite ac testes of top Nazis, was able to

provide SCHULZB-BOYSEU with situation reports on future political or military actions 
to be taJcen by the German government." . It may be noted that stevaral sources have in- 
dicated that n^GELSING was active in the group up to the time of SCKULZE-BOXSEH’s arrest 
in the f all of 1942. ' '
